In acoordance with notice by letter andi newspaper given
by the State Engineer, the water users of Uteh lake & Jorden
river Distribution System convened in the State RBigineer's
office at 10 a.,m. March 31 1934 (adjourning to the Utilities
Commission Hearing Room in State Bapitol Building) to cone
slder the appoiniment of a Water Commissioner, his salary eto;
also other matters relating to water distribution on the Utah
lake & Jordan river system for the season of 1934. The follow-
ing were present:

The State Engineer reaed the call and stated that the form
of oonsultation as presoribed in Seotion 100-5-1, Revised State
utes of Utah 1933, could best be had in his opinion in such
meeting as here assembled, and gave a brief report of the dis-
tribution on Uteh leke and Jordan river for 1933; expressed
his appreciation for the cooperation given by the Commissioner
and the water users end presented e financial report showing
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receipts of §3094.48, Disbursements of $3470.08 and a defieit
of §375,68., He oanlled attention to assessments unpaid for

1931 and 1932 in smount of iB47.15.

The State Engineer proposed that assessments for 1934 be
based on an average of the aore feet used for a peried of 5
years, - 1989 to 1938 inclusive, except the p. users which
were proposed to be based on the water deoreed by the Morse Deoree,

reduced to acre fest, - all as follows:

The State !mgineer usked for objections to the basis as pro-
posed, - there beling none, he said it was assumed that all

aogulesced thereto.

The matter of budget was next comsidered, it being moved by
“e Do Deers, seconded by Hyrun Dennion and unanimously carried
that the VWater Commissioner and Deputy River Commissioner be paid
850 and §76 per month, respective for a 12 month period beginne
ing April 1 and that the Leputy C ssioner's salary be pzid one-
half by the water users as a whole and one- half by the Board of
Canal Presidents. It was moved by J. R. Allen, duly seconded and
unanimously carried that an item of $175 be set up in the budget

for telephone, equipment, insurance, etec.

It was moved by Jos,

Hibbard, duly seconded and unanimously carried that the State Engine
eer's office be allowed $110 for expenses of stenographer etec.

After discussion it was moved by J.R. Allen, seconded by W.D. Beers
and unanimously carried that $300 be set up in the budget as an item

to cover unecollected accounts.,
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The matter of nominations for water Commissioner for
the season of 1934 was next considered, H.C. Jessen being
nominated by J.R. Allen and John Tuttle by Jos. Hibbard.
There was some discussion as to the basis of voting. The
State Engineer saild it would be done as in 1932 and 1933, -
on the basis of aore feet used (as set out in above table),
to which Mr. Keyser protested on the grounds that it should
be done by individuela, each canal user having one vote.
The State ingineer said that record would be made of the
votes and the matter referred to the Attorney-General for
an opinion and dec¢ision. The vote was as follows:

Mr. George D. Keyser, representing Salt Lake City, pro-
tested the vote of J.R. illen of East Jordan Irrigation Company
on the grounds that said company at its meeting of Board of
Directors had instructed Mr. Allen to vote against Mr. Jessen.
The State Engineer sald this would be investigated.

The State Engineer sald that it was his opinion since the
Primary Users didnot contribute to the payment of a Water
Commissioner they should have no vote in his eleetion. To this
the Mousley, Beokstead and Bennion Ditohes objeocted. The vote
was recorded as a matter of record to be referred to the Attorney-
General for opinion.

The State Engineer read e report of the probable availabdle
water for the season of 1934 prepared by Mr. Jessen, and advised
the water users of a oruise whioh would be made under CEA Project
No. 8% and 222 to determine the irrigable area under ell of the
canals,

The State lngineer advised that the minutes of the
neeting, together with record of woting, would be submi tted
to the Astorney-General for opinion, upon receipt of whiceh
the watsr users would be advised as % whom had been oloetod
for Commissions®.
